MADISON TOWNSHIP. 


Squire D. H, Pigg Sends Sand tc Mich- 


igan For Test—A Company May 


Be Formea. 


'Squire David H. Pigs has receiv- 


ed several samples of brick, from a 
Michigan kiln, which were manufac- 
tured there for him out of the white 


ties on his farm :n Madison township. 
The brick is as hard as the hardest, 
and is made out of the while sand mix- 
ed with lime. It is a light gray in 
color, and has every qualification. o£ 
the best brick known and some that 
none other possess. 


Among the latter is that the brick 


can bo made today and put in a wall 
tomorrow, as it does not have to go 
through a drying out process, this 
being done when it is steamed under 
high pressure in tho making. 


'Squire Pigg is highly elated over 


the result of his experiment, and will 
probably take steps at once to jnami- 
facture ihe brick here 
in 
Licking 


county. The details of the development 
of the vast bed of sand and the instal- 
lation of a kiln, have not been com- 
pleted, but a stock company may be 
formed for Ihis purpose.

SURROUNDS CONTENTS OF MRS. 


J. H. McVICKER'S WILL. 


The 
Document Will Be Impounded, 


an 
Unusual Proceeding—DC- 


ceased Had Newark Relatives. 


The death of Mrs. J. H. McVidker, 


which occurred at Pasadena, Calif., 
last weeU. has given rise to no end 
of law suits in Chicago, with a pros- 
pect of still more to be 2!ecl. 


A petition was filed Monday by the 


public administrator of Chicago ask- 
ing that he granted "letters to col- 
lect" in the estate of Mrs. McVicker, 
valued at $250.000. It was looked up- 
on as the first move of Horacs Mc- 
Vicker of New York, a stepson of the 
deceased. Mrs. Sarah B. Game and 
Miss Jennie Boydston of Sterling, 111., 
e niece a-?.d cousin, to prevent Dr. L. 
C. H. E. 2eigler from enforcing a 
claim of 8100,000 against the estate. 
No will had then been found, and the 
three persons mentioned were heirs at 
law. 


Dr. Zeigler, who was with Mrs. Mc- 


Vicker when she died :n Pasadena, 
Cal., last week, came to Chicago with 
the body last Wednesday, the autopsy 
resulting in a declaration by the physi- 
cians that Mrs. McVicker died of fat- 
ty degeneration of the heart. Dr. 
Zeigler claims he has a written con- 
tract with Mrs. McVicker in which 
she agreed to give him $100,000 if ha 
abandoned his practice as aa osteopath 
and devoted all his attention to her. 


Mrs. McVicker's will was found, but 


attorneys for the heirs requested the 
impounding of the will under seal for 
10 or 15 days, so that the names ot 
beneficiaries and amounts of bequests 
will not become known. 


"It is the greatest importance to the 


heirs that secrecy be maintained as to 
the terms of the will," said Attorney 
Condee. 
"There are developments 


expected v.hich make it imperative 
not to tell at this time the disposition 
of Mrs. McVicker's property." 


"Is Dr. Zeigler mentioned as a bene- 


ficiary in the will?" was asked. 


"I am not telling anything about the 


contents of the will," was the reply, 
as Mr. Condee hastened 
from

courtroom.
